Creature, yet had the Conhd ence to 
ink he hid Parts enough to wheevie a Com- 
any of filly, creduious Profelytes out of their 
Souls and ERates: And, indeed, he has had 
Auch admirable Succeis in that wicked Enter- 
priſe, that, tho* we cannot abſolut cly conclude, 
that he has cheated them of the firit ; yet we 
can prove, if Occaſion were, that he has de- 
frauded them of the latter ; as has been often 
told him, fince the firft Day of his Stan ing in 
"the Pillory. 

It has been told already, how this impious 
Impoſtor lays Claim to a counterfeit Commil- 
ſion, whereby he has infected the "I ruths of 
many honeſt, IWnorant Pe -ople, with an extra- 
ordinary Power, that was d-ulivercd to him by 
as infamous a Blaſphemer as himſelf, 79h? 
Reeve 3 who, as he tormerly rivalled A7uggle- 
#91 in Impiety, bad he been yet hving, ſhould 
ertainly have clubbed with him in his deſerved 
Puniſhment.

al Cuſtom, when they met on the Sabbath- 
"to entertain them with a Pig of their own 
w 1 mean, with Wine, ſtrong Drink, or 
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ViRtuals;. which either they ſent in before-hand, 
or brought along with them ; allowing them to 
be as licentious; as they picaſed, in all Things 
that might grati!y, or indulge their Senſes. 

A Friend of mine vas, one Sunday, walking 
in the Fields ; ; and, mzeting there an old Ac- 
quaintance of his, who was lately turned 1ug- 
gletonian, with a young Pograge i in his Hand, 
which, he did more than ſuſpect, was light, be 
could not forbear Exprefling his Admijaon, to 
this AZuogletgiian himfelt, in theſe, or ſuch-like 
Terms : © I cannot but wonder to fee you, my 
« old Neighbour, who have, for theſe man 
« Years, bulicd yourſelt in the! Study of Reli- 
* gion, and was, not long fince, like to have 
* gone mad, becauſe you knew not which Opi- 
< nion to Rick to. | 1 ſay, I cannot but won- 
« der to ſee you Abroad, on the Sabb:ith- -day, 
« in this briſk Poſture ; you are altered both in 
« Countenance, Apparel, and M:nners, ſo that 
« I almoſt doubt, whom I ſpeak to. Ah, an- 
« ſwered the AJuggletonian, you know, Friend, 
< how 1 have heretofore troubled myſelf about 
« Religion indeed ; inſomuch that it had al- 
© moſt coſt me my Life, but all in vain, till 
£ about ſix Weeks ſince; at which Time I 
« met with Lodowick Muggleton, who has put 
« me into the ealieſt Way to Heaven, that ever 
< was invented ; for he gives us Liberty, pro- 
© vided we do but believe in his Commiſſion, 
« freely 'to launch into all thoſe Pleaſures, 
* which others, Icſs knowing, call Vices; and, 
© after all, will affute us of eternal Salvation.” 
Behoyg, Reader, what a ſweet Religion here is 
liket to be. 

But, as, Muggleton was liberal in the Free- 
dom he £2 ve his Adherents, ſo he was always 
careful to avoid the Prohibitions of the Law ; he 
g<nerally appointed his Bubbles to meet in the 
Fields, where he alſo p:rmitted them to hu- 
mour their Senſualities with any Recreation, 
not excepting Uncleanncfs itſelf ; for which 
Profaning, the Sabbath he was, in Oliver Crom- 
ewell's lime, committed to Newgate, where he 
had lik? to have been fo dealt withal then, that 
Zybur:n had ſaved the Pillory this Trouble now : 
But that pcrhidious Uſurper# conſcious to him- 
ſelf; that /A7ugglicton could not be a greater Im- 
poſtor in the Church, than he was in the State, 
upn the Conlideration of Fratres iz malis, 
reſtored him to his Liberty. 

Flowbeit, a little before Oliver's Death, 
Muggleton, by continual Flztteries, had got into 


his Books, and, amongſt other Prophecies con- = 
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cerning him, had declared, that Oliver thould 


perform more wonderful ARions, than any he 
had yet atchieved, before he died. But, he 
happening to depart this Life, before he had done 
any Thing elſe that was remarkable, 1uggle- 
fon was demanded, Why his Prophecy proved 
not true? He anſwered very wiſely, and like 
himſelf, viz. That he was ſure Oliver would 
have performed them, had he lived long enough. 

But, fince his Gracious Majeſty's Return, 
he has driven on a much more profitable theolo- 
gical Cheat, having aſlumed the Liberty not 
only of infuſing what Doctrine he pleaſed into 
the Minds of his ignorant deluded Followers, 
but writ ſeveral profane Books, which, to his 
great Advantage, he diſperſed among them ; 
poiſoning their Minds thereby with a Hodge- 
poilge of rotten Tenets, whereby they are be- 
come .uncapable of reliſhing the inore ſound, 
whol:ſome, and undoubted Principles of the 
Church of England. 

I hall conclude with one Story more con- 
cerning Muggleton, and ſo leave him to the 
Cenſure of the ingenuous Reader. A timiſh 
Gentleman, accoutered with Sword and Pcruke, 
hearing the Noiſe this Man cauſed in the Town, 
had a great Deſire to diſcourſe with. him, 


whom he found alone in his Study ; and? 
Advantage of that Occaſion, he urged # 
ton ſo far, thit, knowing not what to ſay, *h 
falls to a ſolemn Curſing of the Gentleman 
who was ſo inraged thereat, that he.drew hi 
Sword, and ſwore he would run him throng} 
immediately, unleſs he recanted the Sentence o: 
Damnation, which he had preſumptuouſly cafi 
upon him. JMuggleton, perceiving, by the 


Gentleman's Looks, that he really intended + 


what he threatened, did not only recant his 
Curſe, 'but pitifully intreated him whom he had 
curſed before ; by which we may underſtand the 
Invalidity both of him, and his Commiſſion. 
Thus, whoever conſiders the Contents of 
Muggleton's whole Life, will find it, mn teto, 
nothing but a continued Cheat of above twen- 
ty-one Years long; which, in the Cataſtrophe, 
he may behold worthily rewarded with the mo- 
deſt Puniſhment of a wooden Ruft, or Pillory ; 
his grey Hairs gilded with Dirt and rotten Eges ; 
and, in fine, himſelf brought, by Reaſon of his 
own horrid and irreligious Actions, into the 
greateſt Scorn and Contempt imaginable, by all 
the Lovers of Piety, Diſcretion, or good Man- 
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s, rejoyce in him, 
For Work of his owne Hand ;

* But we may judge a little of the 'Theorick by 
5 Praftick, I mean, of his Principles by his 
radtices, and of the Soundneſs of his Doctrine 
po Duties he hcld himſelf, and his Fol- 
wers, obliged to, in the Performance of it ; 
hich, indeed, wcre none at all ; it being his 
al 'Cuſtom, when they met on the Savbath- 
ay, to entertain them with a Pig of their own 
Wal mean, with Wine, ſtrong Drink, or 
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"By ſeeking of their Death ahd Lofſe, 
Which lov'd Chriſtes Teſtament. 


And more then fo, of woorthy Wights, 
Of whom bercit are wee ; 

Whiche lett their W cit] 1, their Eaſe, and Life, 
That Chriſte mizht gayned bee, 


And yet not ſo, this * Cyr. 4s left

« was invented ; for he gives us Liberty, pro- 
£ vided we do but believe in his Commiſſion,

Behggg, Reader, what a ſweet Religion here is 
liketto be. 

But, as Muggleton was liberal in the Free- 
dom he gave his Adherents, ſo he: was always 
careful to avoid the Prohibitions of the Law ; he 
generally appointed his Bubbles to meet in. the 
Fields, where he alſo p:rmitted them to hu- 
mour their Senſualities with' any Recreation, 
not excepting Uncleanncſs itſelf z; fgr which 
Profaning, the Sabbath he was, in Oliver Crom- 
wells Time, committcd to Newgate, where he 
had like to have been ſo dealt withal then, that 
Zybur: had ſaved the Pillory this Trouble now : 
But that perfidious Uſurper conſcious to him- 
ſelf, that AZuggleton could not be a greater Im- 
poſtor in the Church, than he was in the State, 
upn the Conhideration of Fratres in mals, 
rſtored him to his Liberty. 

tHowbeit, a little before Ol/zver's Death, 
Muggleton, by continual Flztteries, had got into
